scen e o f v io len ce that has ro ck ed San Rafael, 
p articu larly the in ju ries to San Rafael an d Sau sa- 
lito p o lice o fficers in the lin e o f du ty . 


This mo b v io len ce is u n lawfu l, an d the u n io n s 
were sp ecifically en jo in ed in the co u rts fro m 
en co u ragin g o r p articip atin g in su ch actio n . The 
u n io n s’ resp ect fo r the law an d the co u rts is ade­ 
q u ately p o rtray ed by the scen e o f v an dalism an d 
destru ctio n at the I-J an d thro u gho u t San Rafael 
an d by the p hy sical v io len ce that characterized 
the day as the u n io n s’ o fficials p ro mised p u blicly 
p recedin g the ev en t. 


The p o lice o f Marin 's cities an d the sheriff’s 
dep artmen t sho wed magn ificen t p ro fessio n al co m­ 
p eten ce, restrain t, an d co u rage. The secu rity 
gu ards in side the In dep en den t-Jo u rn al p lan t were 
eq u ally p ro fessio n al, restrain ed, an d who lly dedi­ 
cated to their jo b o f p ro tectin g the I-J emp lo y ees 
who rep o rted, wro te, edited, an d p ro du ced the 
Satu rday I-J, o n ly to hav e its distribu tio n delay ed 
by o u r o v erwhelmin g desire n o t to jeo p ardize 
fu rther the safety o f the p u blic, o u r emp lo y ees, 
o r the p o lice. 


We regret this in co n v en ien ce to o u r readers, 
o u r adv ertisers, an d the gen eral p u blic as well 
as to the mo re than 8 00 y o u n g bu sin essmen who 
deliv er y o u r In dep en den t-Jo u rn al. 


We regret, to o , that co llectiv e bargain in g 
with u n io n s in the Bay Area has been redu ced to 
su ch a dan gero u s an d eco n o mically ex p en siv e ex ­ 
hibitio n , bu t the In dep en den t-Jo u rn al will n ev er 
allo w u n io n s to j^ain by su ch tactics o f v io len ce 
an d in timidatio n what they can n o t gain at the 
bargain in g table. We ho p e that we are p ro tectin g 
y o u r rights to freedo m fro m v io len ce an d in timi­ 
datio n as well.

k n o ck ed to the gro u n d an d his 
leg bro k en . He was ru shed first 
to Marin Gen eral Ho sp ital then 
tran sferred to St. Mary ’s Ho sp i­ 
tal in San Fran cisco fo r an o p ­ 
eratio n . 


12 ARRESTS 
Twelv e p erso n s were arrested, 
two o f them Marin Co u n ty resi­ 
den ts. 
Almost all the paper's win­ 
dows were bro ken in the mo rn­ 
in g ra lly by the strikers a nd 
their suppo rters, mo st o f who m 
were recruited fro m neig hbo r­ 
in g Ba y a rea co unties. 
The cro wd, which ha d seemed 
Ho dwindle a bo ut no o n, wa s 
suddenly beefed up a bo ut 1 2:4 5 
p.m. with the a rriv a l o f sev e­ 
ral ca rlo a ds o f men who identi­ 
fied themselv es a s Tea msters 
Unio n members fro m Sa n Fra n­ 
cisco . 
Sho rtly befo re 1 p .m. the v io ­ 
len ce eru p ted. 


CAR EPISODE 
Pick ets w e r e marchin g in 
gen erally o rderly fashio n aro u n d 
the I-J, with a lin e o f p o lice­ 
men sep aratin g them fro m the 
p ap er’s o ffices. Then an u n iden ­ 
tified man . who had p ark ed his 
car in the p ap er’s lo adin g area 
n ear Ju lia Street tried to driv e 
away . 
The demo n strato rs immedi­ 
ately su rged to the area, hu rl­ 
in g ro ck s an d debris at the 
car. They p o u n ded o n it with 
fists an d stick s an d blo ck ed 
the car’s ex it ro u te. 
A co rdo n o f p o lice first u rged 
the demo n strato rs to allo w the 
car to leav e, bu t the cro wd 
co n tin u ed to p ress fo rward. On e 
demo n strato r swu n g a l o n g 
wo o den p o le at a p o liceman . 
Others hu rled ro o k s an d grav el.

Tapped As Demos' Chairman

The “twilight war” in the Middle East intensified 
this week when Israeli jets attacked a scrap-metal 
plant north of Cairo, killing at least 70 and wounding 
49 of its 1,500 civilian employes. 


It was the first time Israel had attacked an Egyp­ 
tian industrial target outside of the Suez Canal zone. 


An angry Cairo broadcast blamed the attack on 
America, calling Israel “the tool of murder in the 
hands of the imperialist killers of the United States.” 
U.S. authorities also were quick to censure Is­ 
rael. The State Department said it “deplored” the 
attack, and appealed to both sides to heed U.N. 
cease-fire resolutions. It was considered likely that 
a decision on Israel's request for more planes would 
be delayed because of the attack. 
Earlier in the week, according to a Cairo spokes­ 
man, Egyptian forces struck across the Suez Canal, 
occupied a fortified Israeli position and ambushed an 
armoied column. Cairo said at least 20 Israelis were 
killed or wounded and an Israeli plane was shot down. 
In Munich, three Arabs who apparently had just 
arrived fiom Syria bombed a bus and a passenger 
lounge at the airport, killing one person who was pre­ 
paring to board an Israeli airliner. Twenty-three per­ 
sons were wounded.
